PREFACE . 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  3lst  December,  1957. 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  one  hundred  and  forty-five, 
an  increase  of  four  on  the  previous  year.  Four  of  these  were  illegitimate. 

Six  still  births  were  registered.  Three  infants  died  under  the  age  of  twelve 
months,  the  cause  of  death  being  congenital  malformations.  One  mother  died 
as  a result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  one  hundred  and 
forty-eight,  a decrease  of  tliirty-cight  on  the  figure  for  1956.  Fifty  persons 
died  of  heart  disease,  tvrenty-three  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
(strokes)  and  twenty-six  from  cancer  in  its  various  forms.  There  was  only  one 
accidental  death  during  the  year,  but  there  ^i^ere  two  cases  of  suicide.  The 
remainder  died  from  a variety  of  causes. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  v/inter  months  and  one 
hundred  and  forty-nine  cases  were  notified.  Apart  from  this,  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  area  has  given  cause  for  satisfaction.  There  were  no  cases 
of  poliomyelitis  or  food  poisoning  reported. 

Nine  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  it  is 
observed  that  all  the  cases  suffering  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  over  the 
age  of  thirty-five.  Two  v/omon  died  of  this  disease  during  the  year. 
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Four  new  houses  wore  built  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  and 
grants  were  given  for  the  iraprovenent  of  thirty-six  houses. 

It  is  reassuring  to  note  that  approval  has  been  given  for  the 
Llanba.darn  Favrr  sewage  disposal  scheme.  The  completion  of  this  scheme  will 
prove  of  immense  benefit  to  the  area. 

The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  for  preparing  plans  for  the 
extension  of  the  existing  water  schemes  to  supply  the  villages  of  Llanrhystyd, 
Cwrarheidol,  Cwrr.brwyno  and  Joppa. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  vrork  of  the  department  will  be  found 
in  the  ensuing  pages,  which  include  the  report  of  Mr,  D.  G.  Bov;en,  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  A point  I \m.sh  to  stress  is  the  desirability  for  householders 
to  deposit  household  refuse  in  regulation  dustbins  for  collection  by  the  Council's 
refUQO- Vehicle,  At  present,  many  people  throw  refuse  into  rivers  and  streams. 

This  disgusting  practice  not  only  despoils  the  countryside  but  also  constitutes 
a danger  to  health.

(f)  V accination  is  carried  out  by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  tho  former  and 
partly  by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority. 

(g)  No  ambulance  is  stationed  in  the  Rural  District.  The  headquarters  of  the 
ambulance  service  are  situated,  in  Aberystwyth  from  which  four  ambulances 
operate, 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  by  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the 
district  nurse.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  b'r  the  Chest 
Physician’s  health  visitor, 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  lEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1957 


1.  HOUSING  ACT,  1957: 

The  Housing  Act,  1957  came  into  force  during  the  year  and  action  was 
taken  under  its  provisions  and  also  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1936  to  schedule  certain  dwellings  for  action  under  slum  clearance. 

Eighteen  houses  were  scheduled  and  Notices  of  Time  and  Place  under  these 
Acts  vrere  served  upon  the  owners  of  ton  of  these  houses  to  appear  before  the 
Council  to  show  cause  why  Demolition  Orders  should  not  be  made  on  the  properties. 

The  results  of  this  procedure  is  shown  in  the  statistical  section  at  the 
end  of  the  report, 

2.  HOUSING  ACT.  19 A9  - IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS; 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  giving  grants  to  property  owners 
for  the  improvement  of  their  properties.  During  the  year  thirty-six  grants 
were  made  to  the  value  of  £11,091, 

Fifty-two  houses  were  inspected  as  a preliminary  to  the  preparation 
of  detailed  plans  and  estimates  by  the  applicants  prior  to  approval  of  the 
amount  of  grant  to  be  paid  by  the  Council. 

Thirty-five  inspections  wore  made  of  houses  where  works  of  improvement 
v;ere  in  progress  to  ascertain  that  the  work  was  being  done  in  accordance  with 
the  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  Council, 

Nineteen  houses  were  finally  inspected  and  the  work  was  certified  as 
having  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  prior  to  the  payment 
of  grant. 

To  date  one  hundred  and  thirty  grants  have  been  approved  by  the  Council 
since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme, 

3.  WATER  SUPPLIES: 

Forty-seven  samples  were  taken  of  the  Northern  Division  and  Southern 
Division  «ombined  Schemes  and  the  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
analyses.  The  results  of  these  were  always  ’’Excellent”  which  speaks  very  highly 
for  the  efficiency  of  the  filtration  and  chlorination  processes  carried  out  at 
the  water  treatment  plant  at  Bontgoch, 

Approval  was  forthcoming  to  the  extensions  of  the  Southern  Division  Scheme 
at  Cwmrheidol  and  Llanrhystyd,  These  two  extensions  are  really  needed 
particularly  in  the  village  of  Llanrhystyd  where  water  shortage  has  become  acute 
during  the  summer  months. 


i 
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A new  source  of  supply  was  brought  into  use  from  Bog  Pond,  Ponterwyd 
to  supply  the  needs  of  the  Rheidol  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  and  the  Council  agreed 
to  supervise  and  maintain  this  treatment  plant  necessary  for  the  purification 
of  this  water,  which  -will  eventually  replace  the  existing  source  supplying  the 
village  of  Ponterwyd. 

The  Council’s  consent  was  given  in  cases  of  applications  from  farmers 
to  use  water  supplies  on  their  lands  for  domestic  purposes.  Consent  was  refused 
in  those  cases  where  the  water  did  not  reach  the  required  standard  of  purity.

The  number  of  premises  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  icecream  is  fifty- two. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  under  Section  62  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  is  one.  This  is  situated  at  Esgair  Farm,  Llangwyryfon  where 
slaughtering  takes  place  weekly. 


No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year

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Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  by  the  Council  by  burial  in  suitable 
ground  which  is  available  at  the  refuse  tips. 

No  special  examination  of  a stock  or  consignment  of  food  was  found 
to  bo  necessary. 

A good  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained  at  all  the  food  traders  premises 
in  the  area  who  are  alive  to  the  need  for  cleanliness  an  care  in  the  handling 
of  food. 

6.  MExiT  INSPECTION: 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  licensed 
slaughterhouse  was  maintained.  The  quality  of  the  meat  was  excellent  and  no 
generalized  disease  was  encountered  which  would  have  merited  total  seizure  of 
carcase  and  organs. 

Localized  disease  and  conditions  were  met  with  the  internal  organs  of 
slaughtered  animals  and  the  affected  organ  in  each  case  was  condemned. 

The  number  and  type  of  animals  inspected  is  given  in  the  statistical 
part  of  the  report. 

7.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  EEGULATIONS; 

The  number  of  distributors  of  milk  registered  by  the  Council  is  fifteen. 

Dealers  Licences  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Pasteurized  Milks 
were  renewed  for  the  year  in  all  appropriate  cases. 

8.  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936; 

One  hundred  and  forty  five  complaints  of  statutory  nuisances  were 
registered  and  investigated.  The  majority  of  nuisances  were  abated  by  means 
of  informal  action  and  the  service  of  informal  notices  upon  the  persons  by  whose 
act  or  sufference  the  nuisances  were  caused. 

Two  statutory  nuisances  were  served  during  the  year. 


9.  DRiilNAGE  iiHD  SENERi^GE;

Few  complaints  were  received  about  the  condition  of  any  of  these  ditches# 

Seventy  nine  cesspools  were  cleansed  on  a rechargeable  basis  and  the  work 
was  done  by  hiring  the  mechanical  cesspool  emptier  owned  by  the  Aberaeron  Rural 
District  Council,  This  proved  to  be  an  eminently  satisfactory  arrangement, 

IXANBADARN  FAWR  SEWERgiGE  SCHEME 


Approval  was  forthcoming  to  the  commencement  of  the  Llanbadarn  Fawr 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  an  early  start  on  this  work  is  anticipated. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Scheme  is  £65,250  and  it  is  the  largest  sewerage 
scheme  which  the  Council  has  undertaken  up  to  the  present  time.  It  involves  the 
laying  of  about  eight  miles  of  sewers  and  the  erection  of  a pumping  station. 

The  sewage  from  Llanbadarn  Fawr  and  Waunfain?  will  be  discharged  by 
agreement  into  the  sewer  of  the  Aberyst\jyth  Borough  Council  at  a point  in  Plas 
Crug,  Llangawsai, 

10.  PREVENTION  OF  DAILIGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949: 

Survey  of  houses  and  business  premises  and  the  treatment  of  properties 
inflated  by  rats  and  mice  was  continued.  Twenty-nine  premises  were  treated. 

The  refuse  tips  at  Borth  and  Llanbadarn  were  subjected  to  routine 
treatments  every  three  months.  A major  infestation  of  rats  occurred  at  Borth 
Tip  and  it  vra.s  treated  promptly, 

11.  REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

The  Council  commenced  the  collection  of  house  refuse  by  means  of  direct 
labour  and  a refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  and  has  been  operating 
throughout  most  of  the  year.  There  has  been  a vast  improvement  in  the  service 
given  and  the  change  over  from  private  contract  to  direct  labour  has  been  a step 
in  the  right  direction. 

Routes  were  re-organised  and  schedules  of  collection  were  prepared  in 
conjunction  with  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  change  over  was 
surprisingly  smooth. 
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Rivers  and  streams  are  still  used  as  depositories  f'lr  rubbish  in  spite 
of  the  excellent  service  given  hy  the  Council  in  collection  of  house  or  domestic 
refuse.  The  erection  of  signs  prohibiting  the  practice  has  not  been  a deterrent 
and  this  _ is  of  doubtful  value, 

12.  MOVABLE  DIJELLINGS; 


The  number  of  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area  is  seven.  These  sites 
wore  regularly  inspected  during  the  summer  months. 

Sporadic  camping  in  the  sand  dunes  at  Ynyslas  remains  a problem  which 
has  yet  to  be  solved.  It  is  not  to  be  encouraged  because  the  land  is  not  suitable 
for  camping  for  any  length  of  time. 

No  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  occurred  at  any  of  the  camps  which 
were  conducted  satisfactorily, 

13.  BUILDING  BYELiiWS; 

One  hundred  and  eighty  eight  plans  of  new  dwellings  and  alterations 
to  existing  dwellings  were  examined  and  presented  to  the  Council  for  approval  or 
rejection  under  the  Building  Byelaws.  The  work  of  building  inspection  was 
continued. 


14.  FACTOriES  ACT.  1937; 

A register  of  factories  is  kept  under  the  Factories  Act,  IO37  and  the 
number  of  factories  registered  is  fifty  five.

A number  of  factories  wore  inspected  and  certificates  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  were  issued  in  those  cases  where  means  of  escape  were  adequate.
